I even got it from a couple 
of judges. Some of my friends are worried 
over what effect this clamor will have on my 
•olitical future. The answer is very simple. 
The only way for a governor to handle a drive 
»uch as this — or any other decision, for that 
matter — is not to worry about votes, but to db 
tiie right thing. If the program results in 
>f themselves. 

I'm convinced that trying to save lives is 
•he right thing. If thep program results in 
saving the life of one unknown person, then 
it's a success. If a number of lives are saved, 
it would be a God. send. 

Last year 837 persons were ruthlessly slain 
on our state’s highways. These are the deaths 
of fathers and mothers college students and 
servicemen: the store clerk; the neighbor next 
door; and little boys and girls who are too 
young to protect themselves from the dangers 
of the adult wiorid 

This is an appalling waste of life. Even 
more appalling has been the failure of many 
of our public (officials and many of our citi. 
zeros to do something about it. We have be. 
come used to the ghastly blood. letting on our 
highways. We have come to accept highway 
deaths as inevitable. 

Many persons think of traffic safety as 
the job of public pfficials only. Let the ipolice 
do it. Let the legislature do it t Let the 
courts do it. Anyone but me. 

It's not as simple as that. There is an 
individual responsibility to be assumed. Organ, 
izations have a responsibility too. There must 
he citizen understanding and citizen support 
because there is always somebody ready to 
throw a brickbat at a traffic safety program. 
There are too many selfish interests ready to 
tear it down. There are too many toes to be 
stepped on when strict law enforcement is the 
key to a drive. 

Our county judges, our prosecutors, our 
police officials, canrtct stand alone in this 
drive. They've got to have public support be. 
hind them. If a law is unpopular, if a law 
doesn't have public sulppart. public officials 
will not press for its enforcement. 

We have made one thing crystal clear 
from the beginning of this campaign. Kentucky 
is not interested in piling up a long list of con. 
victions and suspensions. Our goal is to slow 
drivers down and keep them alive. We won’t 
consider the program a real success until traf- 
fic slows down to the point where few arrests 
have to he made. 

In this safety campaign we have made an 
Irnic discovery. Apparently these are thous- 
:.ids of drivers who won't heed an appeal tol 



I am determined to face up to this prob. 
lem and work with you to solve it. Let us 
hope we can generate sufficient wisdom and 
enthusiasm to make our highways a ipath to 
life and enjoyment instead of a road to death 
and tragedy.

It was my privilege there 
to add my signature to Leslie County’s applica- 
tion^ a work.study program under the new 
Economic Opportunity Act of 1964 — the anti- 
poverty bill — passed by Congress and signed 
by President J:hnson in August. Leslie is the 
first county in Kentucky to apply for participa- 
tion under the Act. 

Leslie County Judge George Wooten and 
the Leslie County Development Association out. 
lined to me a double-barreled program for 
their county. First, it will keep high-school 
students out of the drop-out by giving them 
part-time jobs to earn money So they can stay 
in school. Second, it will provide willing hands 
to work on cohservation, recreation, and other 
public-interest projects in the county. 

Hopefully, this application will get quick 
attention from the Office of Economic Opportu. 
nity in Washington. Realistic help will be as- 
sured to underprivileged students who want to 
continue their schooling. 

The new Economic Opportunity Act is based 
an the self-help approach. Kentucky’s share 
of funds under the Act has been estimated at 
about $20 million and every penny will be an 
investment in the future of our state and peo.

Presently, the State Is working in several 
areas In an effort to improve our highway 
safely program. Our Division of Traffic is 
making a dose study of no-passing zones to 
see what actions we carr take to make these 
f. omts on the road safer. We also are con- 
ducting a study of the State's railroad cross- 
ings to hopefully curb this type wreck. We 
plan to prepare a manual for traffic courts 
and we are considering methods to achieve a 
uniform traffic ticket at all enforcement 
levels. 

We hope to improve the physical and 
training standards tor school bus drivers be- 
cause no driver in Kentucky carries a more 
precious carload. We are considering several 
uniform markings for farm machinery so that 
this equipmunt can be seen quicker. Soon^ 
our action program, whose basis is a study 
made by the Insurance Institute for Highway 
Safety, will get under way. 

These are programs, small and big, all 
designed to save lives on Kentucky's highways. 
There are many more areas of highway safety 
we plan to took into, and you will be hearing 
from us in the months ahead. 

At the local level. I would suggest the 
creation of county committees whose fu.ic. 
lions would be to ehicate the public in safety 
programs, to explore and improve road haz. 
ards and to establish local, positive, hard, 
hitting safety campaigns. Believing that strict 
law enforcement is the key to our drive, I fee!
